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Denies Rumors 
Says Employee Cutbacks Finished

Contradicting earlier media reports that Gillette was not ruling out 
closing their Andover factory, a company spokesman yesterday flatly 
denied the existence of any plans to shut down the local facility. 

“No, there are no plans to close the Andover plant. There are no 
plans for a massive manufacturing layoff,’ said Richard Gauthier, 
manager of corporate communications. ‘‘Can I be more succinct?” 

Gillette has recently finished a 2,400-worker layoff, and company 
officials have been quoted as saying more plant closures are in the 
future. 

Gauthier denied more shutdowns would take place. The recent lay- 
offs were a reaction to a 1986 takeover bid by Revlon, he said, adding 
that all major employee cutbacks are complete. 

The Gillette spokesman described the Andover factory, which em- 
ploys 700 workers, as “‘a critical facility. This is where we manufacture 
our personal products (Dry Idea deodorant, White Rain shampoo), a 
line we're banking on a lot.’’ 

Town Manager Ken Mahony indicated he wasn’t losing sleep over the 
possibility of losing Gillette from the tax rolls. 

“If we worried about it every time a company sneezed, we’d be in a 
constant state of shock,’’ Mahony said. The town manager also said he 
doubted that a large percentage of Andover residents work at the plant. 

Located on a large plot of land at 30 Burtt Road, Mahony said Gillette 
officials have told him the Andover plant was considered the ‘‘crown 
jewel” in the campany’s chain of factories. 

“For that reason, I’m not terribly concerned” about the possibility of 
an Andover closure, Mahony said. 

The unusual specter of a successful, international corporation being 
forced to put itself on the auction block by dissatisfied shareholders has 
focused the attention of the financial world towards Andover where 
stockholders will vote to send Gillette in one of two possible directions. 

¢ The Coniston Group—a coalition of proxy voters leading the fight 
against Gillette management—is attempting to gather enough support 
to elect four Coniston candidates to the board of directors. 

If successful, the new board majority would vote to sell Gillette to an 
outside party, a move the group says would mean large, immediate 
profits for stockholders. 

¢ Gillette management, citing profit increases and a steady rise in 
stock value, wants to maintain status quo. 

Ceniston representatives claim they will have enough votes to elect 
their candidates. 

Institutional shareholders, who are typically multi-member pension 
funds, with investments of more than a million shares, form the back- 
bone of the anti-management position, Coniston officials say. 

Some estimates place Coniston support at 6.76 million shares.

Raytheon Co. reported an 11.4 percent 
increase in earnings and a 22.6 percent 
increase in earnings per share on a sales 
increase of 11.3 percent in the first quar- 
ter of 1988 compared with the same peri- 
od last year. 

Earnings for the quarter were $113.3 
million, or $1.68 per share, and sales were 
$1.949 billion. In the first quarter of 1987, 
the company earned $101.8 million, or 
41.37 per share, on sales of $1.750 billion.

Artistic Director Bruce Marks an- 
nounced Boston Ballet’s 25th Silver Anni- 
versary season, celebrating the 
company’s history and paying tribute to 
founder E. Virginia Williams. 

The works of two great choreographic 
masters, Maurice Bejart and Sir Freder- 
ick Ashton, will be performed and two of 
the most exciting choroegraphers in the 
dance world today, James Kudelka and 
William Forsythe, will add their innova- 
tive style to the company’s repertory.

Doherty To Set Up 
Drug Program Next Year 


By Julie M. Barry 


Gaining the attention of 550 junior high 
students is no easy feat, but Bill Meehan 
made it seem second nature. 

He spoke to Doherty Junior High School 
students for 45 minutes Thursday, April 
14 about alcohol and drug abuse. 

Meehan is the executive director of 
Take Charge, a drug and alcohol preven- 
tion program geared specifically toward 
middle school students. It will be imple- 
mented next year at Doherty. 

It’s important to talk to children in ju- 
nior high, according to Meehan, because 
the average starting age for drinking is 


12. 

He rattled off statistics and directed 
them toward the students. He said 50 peo- 
ple in the audience are being abused by 
alcohol, and 150, who don’t drink, are 
abused by problem drinkers around 
them. 

“We have a very real problem and you

better realize it,’ Meehan said. 

He explained that alcoholism, if left un- 
treated, is a fatal disease, and he in- 
formed students about Alcoholics 
Anonymous and Alateen. 

After telling true, shocking stories 
about alcohol-related incidents, Meehan 
explained that there were three problems 
related to alcohol abuse. 

Peer pressure, the willingness to take 
risks and communication with parents 
are all factors that influence the decision 
to drink, Meehan said. 

Meehan’s sincerity and attention-grab- 
bing antics maintained the interest of the 
students, and his speech provoked a big 
round of applause. 

Meehan’s visit didn’t end with his 
speech. He conducted a workshop for 
about 30 seventh-graders to introduce

‘Science 
Works

The zapping of static elec- 
tricity, the oozing of a vol- 
cano and the sizzling sound 
and bright flames of burn- 
ing oxygen—all were at- 
tractions at West Junior 
High School's “Science 
Works” last Thursday 
night. 

Parents and friends had 
the opportunity to learn 
about what goes on inside 
the classroom. 

Seventh-, eighth- and 
ninth-grade students ex- 
plained projects and dem- 
onstrated experiments they 
had conducted in class. 

Observers moved in and 
out of five rooms filled with 
scientific knowledge. 

It was possible to learn 
about the earth sciences— 
astronomy, meterology, 
oceanography and geology 
from the seventh-graders. 
Laverne Gray, seventh- 
grade science teacher, said 
the students spent about a 
week researching and writ- 
ing a report and another 
five to six weeks on their

seventh-grade display. 
Physical science is em- 
phasized in the eighth 
grade. - ‘Students _volun- 
teered to demonstrate prin- 
ciples that are studied in 
class throughout the year,”’ 
said James Whyte, eighth- 
grade science teacher. 


Experiments relating to 
conduction, static electrici- 
ty, centrifugal force, the in- 
verse square law and air 

ressure were responsible 
or the hustle and bustle in 
the eighth-grade room. 

Moving on to the ninth 
grade leads to two classes, 
biology and introductory 
chemistry. Experiments in 
these areas tend to be eye- 
openers. 

Dissection is an integral 
part of the biology class. A 
dissected earthworm, frog 
and fetal pig were all dis- 
played. 

‘It’s things they (stu- 
dents) would do throughout 
the year,” said Bennie 
Ebersole, bioloy teacher. 

Ebersole says the stu- 
dents study classification. 
“They start with bacteria 
and they work their way u 
to the mammels,” she said. 
They study the systems and 
compare the different orga- 
nisms, according to Eber- 
sole. 


Chemistry experiments 
were responsible for the re- 
maining ninth-grade exper- 
iments. 

Four types of reactions— 
analysis, synthesis, single 
replacement and double re- 
placement—are studied in 
class, said chemistry teach- 
er Frank McCarthy. ‘‘In the 
lab, the kids are confirming 
experimentally about the 
reactions they’ve learned 
from the book,” he said. 


Students volunteered to 
demonstrate the experi- 
mental phase of the reac- 
tions. Electrolysis of water 
and the breaking down of a 
compound into simpler sub- 
stances were a few of the 
demonstrations. 

For an hour and a half, 
students were able to relay 
their knowledge to observ- 
ers. They explained scien- 
tific facts and showed that 
science really does work.

There were probably 101 different reasons on 
each side, each one attempting to make a co- 
gent point about why—or why not—Article 101, 
an otherwise unassuming-sounding zoning by- 
law, should be passed. And so it came down to 
the Town Meeting, where just the turnout was 
sizeable enough to indicate that this was no 
ordinary zoning hearing. Article 101 is, as ev- 
eryone in town knows by now, the so-called 
Abbot Academy conversion proposal. Ap- 
proved narrowly at that Town Meeting, Article 
101 represents the requisite first step—the car- 
rot, if you will—in Phillips Academy’s method- 
ical plan to renovate Abbot Academy via the 
establishment of 55 apartment units as part of 
the project. : 

The initial approval, however, does not mean 
the venture will steamroll its way to quick 
completion—nor should it. One might express 


issue to galvanize townspeople and create fac- 
tions, but the entire renovation process will no 
doubt bear the positive imprint of the spirited 
public forum. That this debate will continue is 
expected, and indeed, welcome, for most of 
those arguing in favor or against Article 101 
seem to truly believe their convictions are in 
the town’s best interest. And with that many 
people claiming to act in the public interest, we 
can rest assured that participatory democracy 
is alive and well in Andover. 

Public-spirited gestures aside, however, the 
Abbot project is still in its nascent stages, so it 
bears monitoring from all sides. Rather than 
sulk over the failure to block the passage of 
Article 101, opponents of the Phillips plan can 
put their dissent to much more constructive 
use by addressing their concerns in terms of 
the progression of the renovation. For exam- 
ple, they should hold Phillips officials the fre- 
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quently uttered “trust us” phrases and ensure 
that the project that emerges—particularly the 
apartment complex—is really worthy of our 
trust. Even supporters of the plan have a duty 
to ensure that the concerns of the opponents 
are addressed adeauatelv. 


Nevertheless, the academy is hardly at a 
“where do we go from here?” crossroads, hav- 
ing presented a thorough and well thought-out 
plan that won over skeptics in the first place. 
The soundness of the Abbot proposal—and not 


the emotional pleas of its sponsors—is what 
merited the passage of Article 101. It would be 
to the town’s great advantage if the renovation 
proceeds with similar substance, lest the con- 
flicting emotions plunge the project into a sea 
of rhetoric.

loss. ‘When I started out it was 
considered a catastrophe,” she 
says. People are now better 
educated about hearing loss.” 

In 1955 when Mrs. Amore 
began her work, the standard 
hearing aid was a cumbersome 
affair connected to a_body- 
carried battery pack. Now, 6 out 
of 10 patients wear the ‘‘all in the 
ear”; others wear canal aids, 
aids with behind the ear 
attachments, or eyeglass 
models. The proper aid for a 
person, Mrs, Amore feels, 
depends largely upon the degree 
and type of hearing loss.

deductible to the extent that the 
borrowing does not exceed the 
purchase price of the property, plus the 
cost of improvements. Mortgage 
interest on a used to pay education 
expenses or medical bills. However, the 
new law does not change the rule for 
deducting points. Although interest on a 
refinanced mortgage is deductible, even 
if the proceeds are used for something 
other than home improvements, points 
paid to obtain the loan must be written 
off proportionately over the course of 
the loan.
